One painting per signature member. All work must be entirely original, on paper or Yupo, and done 
with water-soluble media. No class work or work done under a teacher’s supervision, no 
computer-generated work or reproductions, and no work shown in any other NEWS or Guild 
show is eligible. All framing must look professional; artwork must be framed under plexiglas, 
with white or off-white mats only. Saw-tooth hangers are not allowed. Diptychs and triptychs 
must be together in a single frame. The maximum outer width of the painting, including the 
frame, is limited to 36” and not a fraction more. 

ALL GUIDELINES WILL BE ENFORCED. (See website for complete submission rules.) 
Non-refundable entry fee is $30, payable by check only (to New England Watercolor Society). 

Fee must be submitted at time of delivery. (If using remote drop-off or mailing painting in, a check for 
the entry fee should be placed in an envelope and attached to the hanging wire.) 

Paintings will be accepted only from signature members with annual dues ($50) paid through 2017.

SEEING THE LIGHT 


Anyone tired of dark and slushy Boston winters will be happy to know there’s a spot of incandescent 
brightness on Newbury Street. That’s where the New England Watercolor Society is presenting its annual 
Signature Members show, which features vibrant, colorful, and inventive works covering a wide range of 
subjects and styles. The exhibit, held each February at the Guild of Boston Artists gallery, offers a choice 
opportunity to appreciate the high degree of artistry and technical mastery attainable in this challenging 
medium — and to acquire unique artworks by some of New England’s premier painters. 


This year’s paintings are notable for their use of light — whether reflected off the surface of water or 
glowing from within myriad lamps and lanterns. NEWS president Dawn Evans Scaltreto notes that 

“Artists are using new surfaces and mediums and this has made some very exciting opportunities to 
experiment with unlimited ways of creating.” Styles range from classic to contemporary and cover a great 
range of subjects. Susan Weintraub, the art juror who selected several paintings for special awards in the 
2016 exhibition, stressed how compelling these artworks can be: “I chose paintings that, for a variety of 
reasons, I found it difficult to move away from, that compelled me to look just a little longer.” 


Belonging to one of the oldest and most prestigious watercolor societies in the country, the signature 
members represent watercolor art’s elite — chosen from all over New England after a rigorous vetting 
process. At most only half a dozen artists qualify for Signature Membership each year. 


This year’s exhibition judge is internationally acclaimed Minnesota-based watercolorist Andy Evansen. 
The exhibit runs from January 31 to February 26, with a reception and awards presentation February 4. 
Free painting demonstrations will be given at the gallery by award-winning member artists Gerarde 
Doucette, Raymond Andreotti, and Marla Greenfield on three successive Saturdays: February 11, 18, and 
25, from 1:00 to 3:00. Gallery talks will also be given on Sundays at 2:00 p.m. by signature members 
Dawn Evans Scaltreto, Wendy Hale, Andrew Kusmin, and Robert Mesrop. 


The society, which traces its history to 1885 and numbers such figures as F. Childe Hassam, John Singer 
Sargent and Andrew Wyeth among its past luminaries, today claims nearly 200 signature members and an 
overall membership of more than 400.
